THE PREMISES at^^H Flower Street Garden Grove, California, 92843 is a multi-unit 
apartment building located on the west side of Flower Street. The apartment complex is a two-story 
apartment building with three units on the bottom and three units on the top. The front of the 
building has tan stucco with light blue wood trim. 

Unit #21 is located upstairs at the far northeast corner of the building. There are two 2"X 2 Vz dark 
numbering emblems nailed on the center of the door approximately 6' from the ground. The 
emblems are number 2 and number 1 indicating the unit number. The front door faces east and has 
a white metal trim screen door that does not secure. This is to include all rooms, attics, basements, 
and other parts therein, the surrounding grounds and any garages, storage rooms, trash containers, 
and outbuildings of any kind located thereon to be searched.

2. Any articles or personal property containing or establishing the identity of persons who have 
dominion and control over the premises, automobiles, items to be seized, including rent 
receipts, utility bills, miscellaneous addressed mail, personal letters, personal identification, 
keys, purchase receipts, sales receipts, tax statements, photographs, vehicle pink slips, and 
vehicle registrations. 

3. Computer, digital camera(s), digital video camera(s) and digital camera paraphernalia; 
personal computers and computer systems with equipment including processors, monitors,

to make an on-site inspection impractical.

STATEMENT OF PROBABLE CAUSE 

Affiant declares under penalty of perjury that that the following facts are true and 
that there is probable cause to believe, and affiant does, that the designated articles, 
property, and persons are now in the described locations, including all rooms, buildings, 
and structures used in connection with the premises and buildings adjoining them, the 
vehicles and the persons: 

Your affiant, Michael Farley, is a police officer for the Garden Grove Police 
Department and has been so employed for the past 10 years. I am currently assigned to 
the Homicide Unit. Prior to working at the Garden Grove Police Department, I was 
employed as a full time police officer for the City of Fountain Valley for eleven years 
after having completed the Orange County Sheriffs Academy in 1990. 

During my employment with the Fountain Valley Police Department, I had the 
opportunity to work in the patrol division taking initial crime reports in the field and as an 
Investigator in the Detective Bureau of the department investigating both crimes against 
property and crimes against persons. I have attended and completed the POST Basic 
Investigations course, and Interview and Interrogations Course. 

In September 2000, I began my employment with the Garden Grove Police 
Department. Since that time, I have worked in the Patrol Division taking initial crime 
reports and the Detective Bureau investigating Burglaries, Domestic Violence, Major 
Assaults and Homicides. 
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During my twenty years as a Police Officer, I have investigated over 400 Assault 
related crimes ranging from minor assaults to Aggravated Batteries and Homicides. I have 
arrested and spoken to numerous subjects arrested for Assault and Homicides, 

I have received advanced officer training from the Orange County District 
Attorney's Office with regard to Major Assaults and Homicides. I have been the case 
investigator on homicides and have assisted other Investigators with homicide investigations 
and search warrants. 

On Monday 7-11-11, at approximately 2130 hours, Garden Grove Police 
Department Detectives were called into to assist patrol on a domestic violence 
investigation. GGPD Officer Capps was one of the first responding Officers and told 
Detective Martinez the following: 

On 7-11-11 at 2102 hours, Officer Capps was dispatched to a domestic violence 
with weapons call at | | Flower Street! I in the city of Garden Grove. GGPD 
Communications advised that a female had cut off her husband's penis and put it in the 
garage disposal Upon Officer Capps* arrival, he saw a female inside the apartment 
holding a phone in her hand. Officer Capps noticed the female had blood splatter on her 
leg(s) and shirt. The front door was opened and he called the female, later identified as 
Catherine Kieu, out to the front door. 

Kieu was detained and officers entered the apartment. Officer Capps entered the 
master bedroom and found the 60-year-old victim lying on the bed. The victim's hands 
and feet were tied/bound to the bedpost with a white nylon rope. The victim had a towel 
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soaked in blood covering his groining area. Officers untied his hands and cut the victim 
free. The victim told Officer Capps that his wife Kieu cut him. 

Officers checked the kitchen sink garage disposal and located the victim's severed 
penis. The medics arrived on scene and transported the victim to the UCI Medical Center 
for his injuries. The victim's penis was also collected by the medics and it too was 
transported to the hospital with the victim. Officer Villegas went to the hospital and 
obtained a detailed statement from the victim. Kieu was subsequently arrested for the 
assault and transported to the Garden Grove Police Department. 

At approximately 2350 hours, Detective Martinez spoke to Officer Villegas about 
the victim's statement. The victim and Kieu have been married for 1 Vi years. The victim 
told Officer Villegas that they have been having marital problems. As a result of their 
marital problems, the victim filed for a divorce a month ago. 

On 7-1 1-1 1, at approximately 1730 hours, the victim came home from work. The 
victim and Kieu had a discussion about a male friend staying with them, but Kieu did not 
want the friend to stay with them. The victim and Kieu proceeded to have dinner at 
approximately 1845 hours. Kieu had prepared tofu for dinner. The victim remembers the 
food tasting "metallic." He asked Kieu if she had added more salt to the dinner and Kieu 
responded that it was the normal amount she uses when she cooks. Kieu asked the victim 
if he wanted seconds, but he said no. The victim does not know if Kieu placed the 
leftovers in the refrigerator or threw it away. 

After dinner the victim felt tired and he went to sleep at approximately 2100 
hours. The victim went to sleep in his bedroom on his bed. The next thing the victim 
remembers is Kieu tying (restraining) his right wrist. Kieu then proceeded to unbutton 
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his pants and pulled them down, along with his underwear. Kieu pulled the victim's shirt 
up exposing his penis. The victim asked what she was doing and Kieu said, "You 
deserve it* You deserve it." 

Kieu grabbed his penis and with one swift motion she severed it. The victim did 
not see what she used it cut his penis off, but he believes it was a knife. The victim 
believes Kieu was upset at him for filing for a divorce. Officer Villegas asked the victim 
if they ever used ropes or restrains when being intimate and he said no. The victim told 
Officer Villegas that they have not had sex in 6 months. Kieu exited the bedroom and 
called the police. 

Based on the totality of the circumstances those being that a the victim was tied 
up and his penis was severed off causing permanent disability or disfigurement and this 
constitutes a felony; I believe that physical evidence of this crime will be located inside 
the apartment and the Suspect, Catherine Kieu's vehicle. 

The victim described the victim's vehicle as a white Toyota Celica. I conducted a 
DMV registration inquiry and discovered that the suspect, Catherine Kieu, has a 1989, 
Toyota Celica registered to her. The license plate of that vehicle isl 

On 7-12-11, Detective Martinez obtained a search warrant for the apartment 
where the crime occurred. This particular location is the home of both the suspect and 
victim. Detective Martinez and other Garden Grove PD Investigators served the warrant 
and seized several items of evidence listed on the warrant signed by the Honorable Judge 
Bromberg of the Orange County Superior Court. After seizing several items of evidence, 
Officers left the scene. Several hours later, the Case Agent, Detective Ramirez, learned

that a home computer and the home answering machine were left behind in the residence. 
These items are potentially important pieces of evidence as the victim and suspect both 
have access to them and they could contain email, or correspondences discussing the 
crime as well as computer searches for the implements used in the crimes. The 
answering machine can also establish dominion and control of the premises. Your affiant 
requests the authorization to re-enter the victim's residence at | | Flower Street 




in the City of Garden Grove, County of Orange, State of California to seize 



these items, 



Based on my training and experience, I know that persons accused of assaults, 
murders and rapes will often times conceal or leave evidence of their crime either 
knowingly or unknowingly behind their vehicles often times as a means of preventing the 
discovery of those items of evidence, I request the courts authorization to search the 
suspect vehicle for those items listed on Attachment B of this warrant. 

Peace Officers or assigned representatives are authorized, during the execution of 
this Search Warrant, to video tape, photograph, and/or take digital images of the scene 
and surrounding area(s), take measurements and make sketches of the scene and adjacent 
areas; and to seize weapons, bludgeons, and knifes; suspected blood and other 
physiological fluids; hair and fibers; fingerprints, footprints, and other impressions left at 
the crime scene; any and all instruments used to aid and abet in the commission of this 
assault, clothing of the suspect and/or victim; photos and film, developed and 
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undeveloped; samples of paint, glass, and other fluids and solids that may have stained 
or adhered to the clothing and person of the victim and/or suspect. 

I may need to have a forensic specialist for the location(s) to be searched, to aid in 
the search for trace evidence of blood, hair fibers, bodily fluids, body tissue and 
fingerprints at the location. I requests permission to photograph the location and its 
contents. I also requests permission to seize any personal photographs at the location that 
depict. 

In regards to the victim describing the food tasting "metallic," I believe the victim 
may have been drugged. I request permission to search and seize all prescription and 
over the counter medication to include; but not limited to narcotics, sleep aids, sedatives 
or any other medication which may be used to incapacitate the victim. 

Based on my training, experience and conversations that I have had with other 
law enforcement officers and/or reports that I have read, I know that during the service of 
this Search Warrant there are many articles of personal and/or business property tending to 
establish the identity of persons who have dominion and control over the premises, 
business, vehicles, and/or items to be seized. I believe that these items will tend to 
connect the premises, locations, persons, and vehicles to be searched with the items to be 
seized and the case being investigated. It is my opinion that these types of items are 
usually present at the location sought to be searched by this Search Warrant and that they 
will therefore likely still be found in the location, and/or the person to be searched. 

With respect to computer systems and any items listed above, the Peace Officers 
are authorized to search the booked evidence. It is my experience that computer system 
searches and examinations cannot be completed within ten days, in which the Search 
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Warrant must be served and the Return to Search Warrant filed. This is due in part 
because Technology Computer Crime Investigation Units, that completes the computer 
search and examinations, have multiple computer cases working at the same time and it 
can take several weeks to months to complete. It is requested that the ten-day 
requirement be waived to provide me ample time to process and comply with the Search 
Warrant in a timely manner. The Return to Search Warrant will be filed promptly upon 
completion of the computer search and examinations that are filed with the Case 
Investigator. 

I believe that based on the aforementioned facts and circumstances, that there is 
reasonable cause to believe that the grounds for issuance of a search warrant exist as set 
forth in section 1524 of the California Penal Code. 

I request that a search warrant be issued based upon the above facts, for the 
seizure of said property and for any part thereof, between the hours of 7 AM and 10 PM, 
good cause being shown therefore, and that the same be brought before the magistrate, or 
retained subject to order of the court, or any other court in which the property or things 
taken, is triable pursuant to section 1536 of the California Penal Code.
